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als or counties to the state of Minnesota for moneys
advanced by the state treasurer in the year one thousand
eight hundred and sixty-seven, for the relief of certain wUed

citizens in the frontier counties of Jackson, Martin, Lin-
coin, Murray and Browu, amounting to six thousand uino
hundred and fifty dollars and torty-two cents, be and the
same are hereby cancelled, and the said individuals and
counties are forever discharged from the payment ot the
same.

SEC. 2. That so much of the sixth subdivision of sec-
tion one, chapter 0110 hundred and twenty-two of the
general laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-
eight as provided for reserving all rights to reimburse-
ment by said counties, be and the same is hereby repealed.

SEO. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER CXV.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR THE LEGISLATIVE EX-
PENSES OP THE PRESENT SESSION OP THE'STATE LEGIS-
LATURE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota;

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any
money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, the

present state legislature.
